the courts have power, Toe immediale effect
of & death-blow to this species of laws would
be the exolusion from fllegal perquisites of
both lobbyists aud membure, snd the conse-
quent withdrawal from the Legislature of ths
element which disgraces it. The exampla sot
by Governor Hoffman is one of real m-rit, and
we doubt pot that it will have & beneficial
effect wherever it is adopled.

The “Congressionnl Globe,"

Tnre contract with the pregent publishers of
the proceedings of Congress expires on the 6th
of March, and both Lranches of the Nationsl
liegislature are just now agitating the sub-
ject of making a obange in the business,
From a report prasented to the Senate by the
Printing Committee of that body, it appears
that the estimated cost of pablishing the pro-
ceedings of the Forty-first Congress, including
the Daily Globs, and the bound volames
known as the ‘Coongressional Globs,”” by
Rives & Bailey, the present publishers, will
be §350,455. 'T'o have the same work done at
the Govermment Printing Office, it is esti-
mated, will cost §276,405; while Mr. Joseph
T. Crowell of New Jersey offora to do
the work for about 261,149, If Mr. Crowell
is a responsible bidder, the job should oer-
tuinly, under thege circnmstances, be given to
him, especially as the Government Printing
Office ia already so overloaded with work
beyond ita capacity that the regular Govern-
ment docnments, valuable and worthless
alike, are almost lnvariably delayed in their
publication for months, and frequently for a
full year or more,

But whatever is done with this branch of
the subject, a referm in another direction is
certainly demanded. Under the present sys-
tem, members of Congress have access to the
proofs of the Clobe, and whenever any one of
them hurls at the ears of his colleagues a long-
winded or abusive harangue, he malkes it a
point to drop in at the Globe office to straighten
his syntax or tone down his asperity.
In (kis way the most rambling and dls-
jointed nonsense is twisted into readable
Epglish, and the offivial record of the
two houses is frequently purged of
the most offensive words which are ultered
in them. For the credit of the nation and its
legislators, thia iscertainly as advisable privi-
lege; but the evils attending it are very
gerious. A member of Congresa Is thereby
enabled to unbarden himself after the most
ridicnlons fashion, and yet to make a decent

| ghow before his constituents and the conn'ry
| at large. While it is actually an impossibility
| for him to stand on his feet and put two
‘ sentences together socording to the dogmas of
Lindley Murray, hs &ppears befora the
